| ſure of her abaminations ,_foz the hath dzunk the blood of the 
Saints, ond is wozthy to dzink the Cup of the Wine of Gods 
| fierce wra. and indignation, without mixture; And in the 
hour of her torments, when the Tex Horas, the Executioners of 
Gods vengeance on her, ſhall trip her »aked and make her deſc- 
| late, and (hall eat. her fleſh, and barn ber with fire , who amongſt all 
the Lords people in the Land ſhall picty her or plead for her? 
But xejoice over her to ſee the ſmoak of her bumnings, and give 
Praile, Honout and Glory to the Lord God Almighty , whole 
Judgements are Righteous and True , for that be hath avenged 
on her che blood ot the Saints their fellow Servants, that have 
ſuffered and bzen lain for the Teſtimony of Jelus; yea, and 
my ipuit ſai:h, Come Lozp Jeſus; came quickly, a»d giry her 
the ( up of the Fathers fierce wrath to drink,, for ſhe hath corrupted 
the whole Earth with her fornicatiors. 
And nov thus have I written, that all the Lords People may

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ad that all ct ramin it hav, mayexpect to pantake of ther 
Plagues : And let all the faithful-in'the Land be faithful and 
watchful hill, that a ſpirit of ſecurity anddrovwfineſs, which is 
the/ſhidoiy of death,” come not over them while Gxdac the Tray- 
tor Sells)his Maſter, -and betiayes the Son of: man'into rhe hands 
of finners.” But I fay, watch apd pray, and keep to the V Vord 
of Gods Patience, that ye may be all kept in the hour of temp- 
tation and tryal that's coming upon all fleſh ; tor wickedneſs a- 
bounds , and the floodis nigh ; I ſay, be faichful unto death, 
and ye ſhall have a Crownof life; and account your lives of no 
value, that Godg'glory may be made known amonglt the ſons of 
men;and quit your ſelveshke'men, and faithful followers of the 
Lamb whitherſoever he g02s , to Whom 1ts given to overcome , 
and ye ſhull be bleſſed for ever, and more than Conquerours , 
through him who is the Captain of our Salvation , in whom we 
are the called of the Lord in Truth and Righteouſneſs, the re- 
deemed Ones of the Earth, that thall reign without King on 
Mount $19z for ever and ever;wazre Salvation is for V-Valls and 
for Bulwarks,into which the enemy cannot enter, but is ſhut out 
into utter darkneſs, where 1s weeping and wailing , and gnath- 
ing of teeih, torments day and night, in thar lake tharburns

will plead with all fleſa-touching his heritage ; for with much 
Patience and Long-ſuffering hath he ered you all , an4 given 
you a Day and Time to Repent and Return, that ye might have 
broughteyour deeds to the Light, and the Tranſgrefſor to judge- 
menc in your ſelves ,' where Satans ſeat 1s, and ſo have eſcaped 
the wrath-to cone-; / but ye would not, but have choſen dark- 
neſs rather than light, becauſe your deeds are evil; ſo that ye fir 
dowa in confukon in Babylon that's for deftrution , and reje& 
the initructions of Gods Spirit that hath called you , and would

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pe& in her, but'to fall & pe1iſh together with her,vvhoſe Downfal 
certainly draweth nigh in this Nation of England firſt the figure 
of Nations ; for the Saints ſufferings are daily encreaſed (as the 
Goals bear witneſs, & their manitold other gmevances and cruel

Revelation of Jeſus Chriſt, in this the Day of his Power ;' and 
let him that eſcapes the Judgements of the firſt Woe , repent 
and give plory to God before the ſecond Woe come : Amen,
